DR. OHRN RETIRES— 


Tribute To A Great BWA Secretary

COULD NOT have written this article 
I before today, because Arnold Theo- 
dore Ohrn is a modest man. For the 
more than three years of my connection 
with the Baptist World Alliance, he has 
begged me not to use his picture, not to 
print anything that praised his work, not 
to release any news stories that tributed 
him. 

Arnold Ohrn was right in a sense, be- 
cause it is the work of the Lord that 
needs publicizing. But Arnold Ohrn 
was overly modest in his belief that his 
activities could be divorced from the 
work of the Alliance itself. For, since he 
came to the Alliance as general secre- 
tary in July, 1948, the personality and 
vision of Arnold Ohrn has been synon- 
ymous with the work of the Alliance. 

Dr. Ohrn left Washington today (Sep- 
tember 12), pointing the nose of his 
Pontiac automobile westward to Califor- 
nia where he and Mrs. Ohrn will make 
their home at least for a while. He has 
officially retired from the Alliance sec- 
retaryship. 

There was a testimonial dinner for Dr. 
and Mrs. Ohrn shortly before they left, 
and about 150 to 200 friends from many 
parts of America gathered at the Wash- 
ington First Baptist Church to honor 
them. Representatives from many Bap- 
tist conventions were there, bearing tes- 
timony to the contributions the spirit of 
Arnold Ohrn had made to their work and 
the spread of Baptist activity around the 
world. Other people who have worked 
intimately with Dr. Ohrn in the office and 
in his own church told of his gracious 
nature and his dedication to all king- 
dom work. The address of tribute was 
brought, fittingly and beautifully, by Dr. 
Theodore F. Adams, immediate past 
president of BWA. 

The Baptist World Alliance has grown 
almost unbelievably in these twelve years 
of Dr. Ohrn’s service. He has worked 
with Presidents C. Oscar Johnson, F. 
Townley Lord and Theodore F. Adams 
in building an alliance which has the 
respect not only of Baptists but of all 
people everywhere. He has planned and 
executed three great Baptist World Con- 
gresses—Cleveland, 1950; London, 1955; 
Rio de Janeiro, 1960. 

Attention is called to an article on 
page 5, written by Dr. Duke K. McCall 
and printed in The Tie. We reprint it 
because we feel it illustrates the accom- 
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plishments of Secretary Ohrn in making 
the Alliance truly a world organization. 

No spot of the world has been too re- 
mote for Arnold Ohrn in his travels for 
the Alliance. Dr. Adams said at the tes- 
timonial dinner that Dr. Ohrn always 
found time and transportation (of many 
varied and sometimes primitive types) 
and fortitude to make his way to any 
church or association where people call 
themselves Baptists. And to keep this 
fellowship warm, he founded THE Bap- 
TIST WORLD magazine and nourished it 
to its present state of usefulness. 

It is difficult to describe the spirit of 
Arnold Ohrn. He is a sweet and gentle 
and understanding person, yet a person 
of conviction who never wavers from 
the course he knows is right. We col- 
leagues respect him tremendously. He is 
a theologian, delving deep into the truths 
of the Bible and the purpose of God’s 
Church; yet he is always warmly human, 
able to bring God’s truth in the simplest 
terms to all people. He is above all, a 
man of vision and of courage, charting 
a path for Christian advance and lead- 
ing fellow Baptists to the goals he en- 
visions. 

There were only two people in the 
Washington office when Dr. Ohrn be- 
came secretary: Miss Jesse Ford, the 
office secretary, and himself. There are 
several of us now: Robert S. Denny, the 
associate secretary; A. Klaupiks, co- 
ordinator for relief; a secretarial staff of 
five able women; and myself as director 
of publications. 

We of the stafi—and doubtless we 
speak for millions of Baptists—hate to 
see him leave. But, and again we speak 
for millions, we are grateful to him for 
the innumerable and unmeasurable con- 
tributions he has made to the Baptist 
cause around the world. 

We wish Dr. and Mrs. Ohrn well in 
California, where he will, significantly, 
continue his work of Baptist inter-con- 
vention fellowship. He is to serve as 
visiting lecturer on Baptist principles at 
both Golden Gate Baptist Seminary, an 
institution of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, and the Berkeley Baptist Divinity 
School, an institution of the American 
Baptist Convention. He will, incidentally, 
work along side a beloved past president 
of BWA, Dr. C. O. Johnson, on the 
Berkeley faculty.

“lea Years tu New Guinea 


Thirty churches with 2732 members now witness for 
Christ in an area where airborne Australian Baptist 
missionaries first brought the gospel a decade ago

LITTLE MORE than ten years ago, 
A 1949, Australian Baptist mission- 
aries set their light plane down in the 
Central Highlands of New Guinea. 
Australia’s neighbor to the North. 

They found, in this “land that time 
forgot,” a Stone Age civilization of tribal 
people. There were no roads or other 
modern conveniences. The missionaries 
have even been required to build their 
own airstrips at every outpost before 
their plane could again be airborne. 

On July 22, 1956, the first Baptist 
church in New Guinea was constituted 
with 88 newly-baptized members from 
the people of the Enga tribes. 

The growth of Baptist life in New 
Guinea from that moment on has been 
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startling evidence of the Holy Spirit’s 
work in calling out a people who had 
never before heard the gospel message. 
Series after series of baptisms have fol- 
lowed. 


Thirty Churches—2732 Members 


At the end of 1959 there were 30 
churches on these fields, and 2732 peo- 
ple had confessed their faith in Christ 
by baptism. 

From their beginnings these churches 
have been encouraged to be self-support- 
ing, self-governing and self-propagating, 
according to Baptist principles. 

Australian Baptists now have 49 mis- 
sionaries working in the highlands. 
Three of these missionaries are doctors 


of medicine, ten are qualified nursing 
sisters, one is a pharmacist, four are 
qualified school teachers. Most of the 
male missionaries are ordained ministers 
and many of them hold additional quali- 
fications such as teachers, agriculturalists, 
engineers, carpenters. 


Native Leadership Encouraged 

At the Baiyer River, first station to 
be opened, a modern hospital has been 
built and equipped. It is known at “The 
C. J. and Mildred Tinsley Hospital”, 
honoring the life and work of the dean 
of Australian Baptist ministers, Dr. C. 
J. Tinsley, a former vice-president of the 
Baptist World Alliance and presiding 
president at the Copenhagen Congress. 
In addition to its own ministry of heal- 
ing, the hospital has trained and sent out 
scores of doctor-boys to establish medi- 
cal posts through which elementary medi- 
cal services are given to people in the 
village communities. 

Native converts are trained from the 
start to take the ministry of preaching,

teaching, and healing to their own peo- 
ple. Schools for the training of pastor- 
teachers have been set up at every station. 


In an industrial school, men of the 
Enga tribes have been taught carpentry 
and allied trades. The agricultural de- 
partment of the mission is guiding natives 
in the introduction and development of 
new and better crops. Peanuts and cof- 
fee are the most promising. Introduction 
of cattle and sheep and the improvement 
of the native pigs are other economic 
projects. Women are being taught domes- 
tic arts. 


In these ways the mission is preparing 
the Christian people to assume respon- 
sibility as leaders in the new age that 
is coming to the highlands. Their new 
knowledge helps to rise the economic 
status of the Christian and make their 
churches self-supporting. 


The Baiyer River Area 


The church in the Baiyer River area 
has grown in three years to a member- 
ship of 1,544. There are ten churches 
in the villages surrounding the mission 
station. Some of the four pastors and 
30 evangelists are entirely supported by 
the local churches and others are partly 
supported. This is particularly significant 
when one remembers that wealth is still 
generally measured in terms of pigs, axes, 
pearl shells, salt, etc. 


The indigenous nature of the church 
is phenomenal and almost unique. As- 


sociated with the village churches are 
“Missi-undas,” small grass huts, where 
the people gather every evening for 
corporate prayer and devotions. 

In these closely knit community gather- 
ings the people each evening chant hymns 
enshrining the primary truths of the 
gospel, and one after another, they cry 
out in prayer to God and to “Yesu”. 
The evangelist or Bible school trainee 
who may be present tells 2 Bible story 
and expounds it. The visitor is vividly 
conscious of the presence of the Holy 
Spirit speaking to the worshippers at a 
level deeper than speech. 


Light on the Mountains 


Beyond the Lanham Gorge, to the 
southwest of the Baiyer station, about 
five minutes flight, but several hours 
arduous hiking, is the heavily populated 
area of Lumis. Here is the second Bap- 
tist Mission Center. 

Eight churches with a membership of 
1,020 are found in the Lumis villages. 
Linked with them, as in the Baiyer area, 
are the “Missi-undas”, where the Chris- 
tian message becomes the center of com- 
munity life. Four pastors and twenty- 
five evangelists are at work. 


The Sullen Men of Sau 


Northwest of the Baiyer, two days trek, 
is the third station opened by Australian 
Baptists—at the Sau Valley. 

Here the people were sullen and un- 
friendly, in reaction apparently to neces-

sary punitive action by the Administra- 
tion. 

It has taken years to break down 
resentment, win confidence, and open the 
hearts of these sullen savages to the 
gospel. The infant church of the Baiyer 
River-Lumis area caught the vision of 
Home Missions and sent some of their 
own young men to aid the missionaries, 
although the Sau people had been their 
enemies for as long as memory recalls. 

The first converts in this region have 
been baptized. Seven women and twelve 
men, watched by thousands of wild tribes- 
men from the hills, went down into 
the waters of a creek streaking the jungle 
with silver and declared that they too 
were buried with and risen to a life of 
peace with God. 

Now there are eight young churches 
in the Sau Valley district, cared for by 
two pastors, while 20 evangelists carry 
the kindled light into the 50 “Missi- 
undas” in the hill-side villages. 


The Miracle at Telefolmin 

High up in the mountains, near the 
border of the Australian and Dutch ter- 
ritories of New Guinea, in the watershed 
of the great Sepik and Fly Rivers lies 
Telefolmin, center of the Min people. 

The United States Air Force estab- 
lished a secret airfield here during World 
War II because of the area’s remoteness 
and secrecy. 

Two Baptist missionaries entered Tele- 
folmin, July 3, 1951, hoping to minister 
to the people of the Oksapmin, Elip- 
tamin, Feramin, Atbalmin, Tifalmin and 
kindred tribes in surrounding valleys. 

Then, in 1953, terror and tragedy 
struck. Two Australian patrol officers 
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Referring to Baiyer-Lumis district 
the Annual Report of the New 
Guinea Mission states: “By the end 
of this year (1959), to make a rough 
estimate, something like a quarter 
of the total adult and adolescent 
population will be baptized church 
members—and this after only three 
and a half years of the church’s 
existence.” 





were ambushed and killed, together with 
several of their native police boys. The 
murdering party then turned toward the 
Baptist mission with the intent of also 
killing Missionary Norman Draper, the 
only other white person at Telefolmin. 

Warned by a friendly native, Mr. 
Draper called the District Officer at 
Wewak by radio. He then sent for local 
head men to come to him for conference, 
thus holding off attack until government 
officers and police reinforcements arrived 
from the coast. 

By government order the Baptist mis- 
sionaries were withdrawn and the mission 
closed. The dark night of heathenism 
again descended on Telefolmin. 

In 1955 the Baptist missionaries were 
permitted to return. Airstrips have been 
built by the mission in several of the 
surrounding valleys. Slowly but surely, 
some of the Min people have come to 
Christ. 

On August 14, 1958, the missionaries 
were awakened at 6:45 a.m. by natives 
with their faces aglow. They had just 
come from their early morning prayer 
meeting where, spontaneously, several of 
them had resolved to follow Christ. By 
evening of the same day, 50 of them 
had confessed publicly that they had 
determined to be Christians. Others fol- 
lowed, and now 89 have been baptized 
at Telefolmin. 


Into the Baliem Valley 

’ Still the Australian missionaries were 
not content. In 1955 they entered the 
great Valley of Netherlands New Guinea 
where they found tribes more primitive 
and savage, more fearsome and super- 
stitious than any they had encountered. 

Today fourteen missionaries occupy 
the Valley of the Baliem. Three mission 
stations have been established. As this 
story is being written news has come 
from the missionaries that there are in- 
dications that many of the Lani tribes- 
men are on the verge of decision for 
Christ. 

The account of the breaking of this 
cloud of blessing, and the whole story of 
the Baliem must form the subject of 
another report.

The Rte Congress

HE breakthrough of the Baptist World 
T Alliance into a genuine world organ- 
ization was the most obvious development 
in the Congress in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, 
this past summer. The fact that the meet- 
ing place and the man elected president 
(Dr. Joao Soren of Brazil) were out- 
side of the orbit of Europe, Canada, and 
the United States has already been noted 
by almost every observer. 

The thing which is not so obvious but 
which, to me, is far more important is 
the fact that the leadership of the Baptist 
World Alliance is beginning to make 
decisions in the light of a world Baptist 
strategy. This is something more im- 
portant and different from a mere rec- 
ognition of the growing importance 
of younger national Baptist organiza- 
tions. 

Let me illustrate. It was wise to hold 
the recent Baptist World Congress in 
Latin America, first, because of the new 
emphasis on the place of Latin America 
in the world. The next decade will see 
Latin American countries in world head- 
lines more and more frequently. 


Met the People’s Needs 

Second, the timing of this congress in 
Latin America seized upon a certain 
anti-clerical element in the countries of 
South America which reflects dissatisfac- 
tion with participation of the Roman 
Catholic church in politics. Thus, the 
Baptist emphasis on separation of church 
and state, religious freedom, the impor- 
tance of the individual, and his direct 
access to God were welcome and got 
newspaper headlines. 

Third, the election of a Latin American 
as president of the BWA provides stature 
for the Baptists in Latin America and 
gives all Latin American Baptist churches 
an entree into the life of their nation and 
the attention of middle-class people. 

It is significant that the program of 
the Baptist World Congress in Rio had 
a wide popular appeal. This, of course,

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is our Baptist genius. Frankly, I as a 
theologian was not impressed by the pro- 
fundity or depth of most of the speeches 
or resolutions. But the man in the street, 
who might have ignored a more technical 
statement, found the simple straightfor- 
ward assertions made over and over from 
the platform of the Rio Congress to be 
addressed directly to his condition and 
situation. This accounts for the incred- 
ible crowds of Brazilians who made the 
Rio Congress the largest attended con- 
gress in the 55-year history of the BWA. 
I hope Baptists will always be proud to 
be a “people’s movement.” 


Hope of the World 

One of the most important yet unoffi- 
cial events in the entire Congress was 
a dinner given by Howard Butt of Texas 
for the newly elected president of the 
Alliance and the newly elected general 
secretary, as well as the out-going of- 
ficers. This smaller group reflected the 
truly international character of the meet- 
ing for it was made up of men from the 
various Baptist unions. My sixteen-year- 
old son, John Richard, summarized that 
meeting by saying, “Well I’ve heard a 
lot about what’s wrong with the world 
but tonight I met the men who are the 
hope of the world.” This teen-age com- 
ment summed up my own reaction, for 
it was a truly impressive gathering of 
people of high responsibility in many 
lands and of men of obvious ability as 
well as spiritual commitment to Christ. 

It seems obvious that the Baptist World 
Alliance is now becoming what its foun- 
ders dreamed it might become. In the 
first congress in 1905 the various Baptists 
from different parts of the world dis- 
covered one another. As Dr. Ohrn has 
said, the result was the kind of ecstasy 
of a honeymoon. They had found that 
they were not alone. They were intrigued 
by the differences and even exotic de- 
velopments within Baptist life in differ- 
ent parts of the world. This honeymoon 
was bound to pass. 


Differences Submerged 


There followed the inevitable domi-

nation of BWA by the Western World, 
for were not westerners dominating all 
the world politically and economically? 
The tensions between British Baptists, 
Canadian Baptists, Northern (American) 
Baptists, and Southern Baptists were re- 
flected in the Baptist World Alliance. 
Now these differences are submerged in 
the larger and wider world Baptist fellow- 
ship. 

We may expect another honeymoon 
period and a period of expanding in- 
fluence on the part of BWA. The Bap- 
tist World Alliance will grow because all 
the movements in the world are toward 
wider cooperation. Ultimately, in divine 
grace, the movement will consummate 
at the point at which the hearts of men 
are expanded by the gospel until they 
understand the heart of God who so 
loved the world—the whole world—that 
he gave his only begotten son that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish 
but have everlasting life. 


Motion Picture of Rio 


Congress Available 

“Report from Rio,” a 30-minute film 
report of the Tenth Baptist World Con- 
gress at Rio de Janeiro, is now available 
through Baptist Book Store film libraries 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, USA. 

The film was made jointly by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company and the 
Radio-Television Commission of the SBC, 
and has been telecast twice in North 
America. The rental version is slightly 
longer than that which was telecast. 

Views of Rio life and of Baptist work 
both in rural areas and city churches are 
shown as well as scenes from the Con- 
gress. Evangelist Billy Graham’s address, 
which drew more than 150,000 to Mara- 
cana Stadium for the Congress finale, 
closes the film in a dramatic way. 

Rental price of the film is $6 to North 
American churches. Announcement is 
expected soon on availability to overseas 
areas.

Tape recordings of the Congress ses- 
sions also were made by the SBC group 
and may be purchased from the Radio-

Mrs. Lovise Paw 

Mrs. Louise Paw, wife of a Burmese 
doctor, is the only woman among the 
nine vice-presidents of the Baptist World 
Alliance. 

She is a gradu- 
ate of Judson Col- 
lege. Almost im- 
mediately after 
her graduation, 
she went to Glas- 
gow to study edu- 
cation on a gov- 
ernment scholar- 
ship, but the war 
forced her back 
to Burma before 
completion of the 
course. 

Throughout the war, Mrs. Paw did 
evangelistic and social work in an area 
near Rangoon. In 1945 she was married 
to Dr. Marcus Paw and is the mother 
of a ten-year-old boy, Sam. 

After the- war, Mrs. Paw taught three 
years while at the same time studying 
law. She chose not to practice law, but 
instead came into the work of the Burma 
Baptist Convention. She has since served 
in an official capacity in several Christian 
organizations. 


Alan C. Prior 

Rev. Alan C. Prior, a new vice-presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance, is 
editor of the Australian Baptist news- 
paper. 

Born in Condo- 
bolin, N. S. W. 
on July 11, 1910, 
he is a fourth 
generation Aus- 
tralian Baptist 
minister. 

Mr. Prior re- 
ceived his educa- 
tion in the public 
schools of New 
South Wales. As 








a very young man he worked on his 
father’s sheep and cattle ranch. In 1925, 
he was baptized and joined the First Bap- 
tist Church at Griffith. 

In 1930 he entered the Theological 
College of New South Wales and in 1934 
was ordained to the Baptist ministry. 
Mr. Prior was married to Margaret 
Holmes of Scotland in 1935 (deceased 
January 18, 1960) and is the father of 
six children. 

Mr. Prior has been pastor of several 
Baptist churches in Australia and in 1949 
was appointed editor of The Australian 
Baptist. He relinquished his pastorate 
in 1956 to devote full time to his edi- 
torial work. 


William R. Tolbert 

Rev. William R. Tolbert, newly elected 
vice-president of the Baptist World Alli- 
ance, is Vice President of the Republic 
of Liberia. He 
was, when first 
elected in 1951, 
the youngest 
elected vice presi- 
dent in Liberia’s 
history. 

Born in 1913, 
he attended the 
Government Ele- 
mentary School, 
Crummell Hall, 
and Liberia Col- 
lege. He married 
the former Miss 
Victoria A. David and they have eight 
children. 

Mr. Tolbert has been active in both 
church and political activities. He 
served in the House of Representatives 
of Liberia, prior to his election in 1951 
as Vice-President of Liberia. Mr. Tolbert 
has served as pastor of the Zion Praise 
Baptist Church, Bensonville and the 
Mount Sinai Baptist Church, Todee Dis- 
trict. He is president of Liberia Baptist 
Missionary and Educational Convention.

Dr. Keegan Dies “On the Job” 


Dr. G. Kearnie Keegan, 53, a Southern 
Baptist Convention youth leader loved by 
young people around the world, died 
suddenly Septem- 
ber 13 just after 
boarding a jet air- 
liner for Hawaii. 

Dr. Keegan had 
been a member 
of the Baptist 
World Alliance 
Executive Com- 
mittee since 1958 
and was vice- 
chairman of the 
Alliance’s Youth 
Committee and 
chairman of the Alliance Youth Depart- 
ment Administrative Committee. 

Death came at the end of a busy day. 
He had worked all day in his office in 
Nashville, then caught a plane at 6:05 
p.m. for St. Louis. There he boarded a 
jet airliner westbound to a series of 
speaking engagements in Hawaii. He 
died moments later of a heart attack. 
Funeral services were held at First Bap- 
tist Church, Nashville, September 16. 

Dr. Keegan devoted his life to the 
Baptist pastorate and denominational 
activities, serving in both the American 
and Southern Baptist Conventions. He 
had been secretary of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention Sunday School Board’s 
Student Department since 1950. 

In a statement concerning the work 
of the Student Department, he had 
said: “This department strives to pre- 
sent the reality of the gospel of Christ

and its relevancy to college and uni- 
versity life. Its purposes are the winning 
of lost students to Christ, the enlistment 
of Baptist students in service in the 
churches during their academic years, 
and training them for effective Christian 
service after graduation.” 

He was active in denominational activ- 
ities wherever he lived and has always 
been a favorite leader of young people 
both in America, and other parts of the 
world where he traveled. He was a 
talented pianist, soloist, and composer. 
He was editor of The Baptist Student, 
a monthly magazine; and author of nu- 
merous articles, and a book for high 
school students, Your Next Big Step.

MEN DRAW CLOSER

At Rio de Janeiro in June a great new 
tie was knotted to band Baptists closer 
together when the organization of a 
Men’s Department of the Baptist World 
Alliance was unanimously voted by the 
delegates to the Tenth World Congress. 


For the last five years various Men’s 
groups in Europe and America have been 
discussing the possibilities of such an 
organization. At the Congress of 1955 
in London, the Executive Committee of 
BWA voted to seriously consider the 
steps and in 1957 at a meeting of the 
Administrative Committee, president 
Theodore Adams appointed a committee 
to explore the matter. 


This committee of North American 
men who met during 1958 included: G. 
C. Carter, Baptist Federation of Canada; 
Burtil Engstrom,Baptist General Confer- 
ence of America; Alex Fry, American 
Baptist Men; Walter W. Grosser, North 
American Baptist General Conference; 
J. C. Oliver, National Baptist Convention, 
USA; George W. Schroeder, Southern 
Baptist Brotherhood, and John A. Daw- 
son, Executive Committee, Baptist World 
Alliance. 


The committee’s report to the Execu- 
tive Committee meeting at Ruschlikon, 
Switzerland, in 1959 recommended the 
organization of the Men’s Department. 
At Ruschlikon also was read a similar 
recommendation from a group of lead- 
ing men of Europe. 


President Adams appointed a special 
constitution committee, including Dr. 
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Arnold T. Ohrn, Robert S. Denny, 
George Schroeder, and Alex Fry who 
were to present a report at Rio de Jan- 
eiro. 
The constitution was presented on 
Tuesday, June 28, and at an open meet- 
ing for men two days later, a motion 
for adoption by Mr. Schroeder was un- 
animously passed. A nominating com- 
mittee previously appointed by Dr. 
Adams presented a slate of officers and 
the following became the first officers 
of the Men’s Department of BWA.

LIBERIA: 


Southern Baptists Enter 

Baptist work began in Liberia in 1822 
when liberated slaves from North Amer- 
ica moved to the West African area to 
establish new homes. They named their 
country Liberia, meaning a place of free- 
dom. 

Lott Carey and six other colonists had 
actually constituted the First Baptist 
Church of Liberia while they were mem- 
bers of the First Baptist Church of Rich- 
mond, Va. Growth of Liberian Baptists 
has largely been indigenous and has 
trained some able leaders, including Rev. 
W. R. Tolbert, vice-president of the Re- 
public of Liberia, president of the Li- 
berian Baptist Convention and vice-pres- 
ident of the Baptist World Alliance. 

Liberian Baptists, seeking to keep pace 
with the growth of their country, now 
have asked the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
USA, to join them in a program of ad- 





CONGRESS AFTERMATH

We are still enjoying here in Rio the 
blessed aftermath of the Congress. Our

SOUTH AFRICA: 
Christian Bonds Continue Firm 

Despite the racial crisis in South 
Africa, relations between Christians of 
all races have not been essentially im- 
paired, Rev. L. G. Tudor, president of 
the Baptist Union of South Africa, re- 
ports. Mr. Tudor, writing a letter to 
Baptist friends in Australia, stated that 
South African Baptists were deeply con- 
scious of the current emergency and 
“would not do anything that would bring 
a further deterioration in present strained 
relationships.” 

Baptists are convinced, Mr. Tudor 
said, that “every man is equally precious 
to God regardless of color, race or cul- 
tural background,” and that it is “the 
obligation of all Christians to live to- 
gether in love” because “the fellowship 
of the church knows no barriers.” 

The Baptist Union has called on the 
South African government to end the 
state of emergency as soon as possible. 


UGANDA: 
Missionaries Enter 

The East Africa Mission of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention Foreign Mission 
Board has voted to transfer Rev. and 
Mrs. Charles E. Evans from Mbeya, 
Tanganyika, to Bukwa, Uganda, as soon 
as residence permits can be secured. 
Long seeking an opportunity to begin 
work in Uganda, the mission took this 
action after receiving an appeal from 
African leaders in Bukwa, a few miles 
from the Kenya border. 











BURMA: 
Baptist Heads Christian Council 

A Baptist layman of Rangoon, U 
John Thet Gyi, has been named as the 
first full-time secretary of the Burma 
Christian Council. A publication of the 
Council which announced Thet Gyi’s 
election, also carried an article by Thet 
Gyi reporting on a recent tour to the 
east and southeast borders of Burma to 
visit refugees. 

He estimated there are some 40,000 
refugees in Burma from Communist 
China. He also indicated that there is 
a great need among Burma people in 
border areas who suffered during World 
War II and post-war insurrection, and 
he called these people “refugees in a 
sense in their own country because they 
have been dislocated.” 


HONG KONG: 
Colleges Exchange Professors 

Hong Kong Baptist College which has 
used visiting professors from Baylor 
University, USA, on its faculty the last 
several years, is now sharing one of its 
professors with the Texas institution. Dr. 
Lam Chi Fung, president of Hong Kong 
College, has announced that Rev. James 
K. Mau will teach courses in the religion 
department at Baylor this fall. 

Mr. Mau is director of religious activ- 
ities and professor of Chinese and reli- 
gion at Hong Kong College and is also 
pastor of North Point Baptist Church. 
He was invited to Baylor when Baylor 
President W. R. White delivered the com- 
mencement address at Hong Kong Col- 
lege last July. 

Dr. W. J. Wimpee of Baylor is mean- 
while serving on the Hong Kong College 
faculty and administrative staff. 


INDIA: 
Dr. Scudder Given Tribute 

The love with which Indians held Dr. 
Ida S. Scudder, founder of the Christian 
Medical College and Hospital at Vellore, 
South India, was demonstrated when “Dr. 
Ida” died last May. 

The funeral in Vellore was the biggest 
thing the city had ever seen, one report 
states. The streets were swept clean, all 
bazaar shops were closed and only a 
skeleton crew was left at the hospital. 
Nurses, doctors, friends, Hindus, Mos- 
lems, Buddhists all joined in a huge pro- 
cession more than a mile long through 
the Vellore streets. 
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People all along the way stood two to 
five deep in an amazing silence as the 
procession passed. The procession walked 
about four miles with just the singing of 
hymns. 

“Dr. Ida was loved by India; she was 
a part of India, a great and grand lady,” 
Miss Ruth D. Meinen, an American Bap- 
tist missionary, observed. 


JAPAN: 
People-to-People Church Formed 

A church intended to encourage peo- 
ple-to-people relationship in Christian 
fellowship has been organized just out- 
side Gate 5 of the U. S. Air Force Base 
at Yokota, 30 miles west of downtown 
Tokyo. 

The Kanto Plains Baptist Church is 
the outgrowth of a Baptist military fel- 
lowship started last spring, and it will 
minister to both Japanese people who 
live in the community and military per- 
sonnel at the air force base. An attend- 
ance of 230 was registered on the Sun- 
day before organization. Missionary 
Worth C. Grant, a representative of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, is first 
pastor of the church.

PHILIPPINES: 
Vaflor Named to Bible Society 

Rev. Jesus T. Vaflor, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Baptist 
World Alliance, has been named an 
honorary life member of the American 
Bible Society. 

Announcing his appointment, society 
Officials said he was being honored “in 
recognition of his linguistic skill and 
leadership in the preparation of the re- 
vision of the Hiligaynon Bible.” 
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AUSTRALIA: 
Organization Aids Aborigines 

An interdenominational association has 
been formed at Perth by Baptists and 
other evangelical church groups to help 
the teen-age West Australian aborigines 
adjust to city life. The organization is 
intended to guide the young natives in 
finding employment and accommoda- 
tions, to provide spiritual direction. 

Church leaders have been concerned 
by the problem of native young people 
who leave mission stations in the abo- 
rigine area to work in the cities. Al- 
though many want to continue their 
church affiliation, they do not know 


where to go and are not readily ac- 
cepted in some districts. 





Europeans Tour the Americas 

While North American Baptists were 
touring Latin American mission fields 
in connection with their trip to the Bap- 
tist World Congress at Rio de Janeiro, 
European Baptist leaders combined exten- 
sive travelling to both American con- 
tinents with their Rio journey. 

Rev. Stanislav Svec, Czechoslovakia, 
went to Canada, invited by the Chechish 
Baptists there. The German delegates, 
Dr. Rudolf Thaut, Rev. Gerhard Claas 
and Rev. Helmut Pohl, spent two weeks 
with the German Baptists in Brazil, visit- 
ing most of their seventeen churches. 
Rev. Franjo Klem, Yugoslavia, is visit- 
ing churches of the Southern Baptist 
Convention in USA and Rev. Sven Ohm, 
Sweden, has received a scholarship to 
study the youth work of the American 
Baptist Convention, USA. Rev. M. G. 
Boeschoten, the Netherlands, went to 
USA for some speaking engagements. 
Three of the Swedish delegates Rev. 
Simon Oberg, Dr. Joel Sorenson and Rev. 
Zeth Abrahamsson were invited to visit 
several churches in Brazil and Dr. An- 
tonio Mauricio, Portugal, will travel for 
about half a year in Brazil, preaching at 
Baptist churches in different parts of 
the country. 


FRANCE: 
Henri Vincent Honored 

The honorary Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree was awarded Rev. Henri Vincent, 
Paris, by Berkeley Baptist Divinity 
School, USA, in connection with the 
meeting of the Baptist World Congress 
at Rio de Janeiro. Dr. Ralph Johnson, 
president of the school, said the recogni- 
tion was given Dr. Vincent because of 
his outstanding work as pastor and mis- 
sionary leader. 

Dr. Vincent is president of the Bap- 
tist Union of France, pastor of the Ave- 
nue du Maine Baptist Church of Paris 
and a vice-president of the Baptist World 
Alliance. 


RUSSIA: 
Van Cliburn Makes Contribution 
American pianist Van Cliburn has 
made a contribution of 80,000 rubles 
to the Moscow Baptist Church. The 
money was a portion of his receipts from 
a recent concert tour of the Soviet Union 
The 25-year-old musician from Texas 
who has become an idol of Soviet music 
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HIS GRATITUDE GOES BACK TO 1834 


Dr. Herbert Gezork, retiring president of the American Baptist Con- 
vention, told that group in its annual meeting that his gratitude to America 
goes back far beyond the time 24 years ago when he crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean as a refugee from Nazi Germany. 

His gratitude, he said, dates back to “a dark night in the year 1834 
when a young Baptist theologian from America baptized a little group of 
seven people in the Elbe River near Hamburg, Germany.” 

The theologian to whom he was referring was Barnas Sears, who later 
became first president of the Andover Newton Theological School which 
Dr. Gezork now heads. The little band of new Baptists in Germany which 
began with that baptism service was the beginning of a great Baptist move- 
ment which, led by Johann Gerhard Oncken, has spread throughout Europe 


and Asia. 


Dr. Gezork’s gratitude is especially noteworthy in the fact that Mr. 
Oncken baptized Dr. Gezork’s grandfather, who in turn baptized his father, 
and who in turn baptized him. “This is probably as close as the Baptists will 
ever get to Apostolic succession,” Dr. Gezork muses. 


lovers since winning the Stalin Prize in 
competition at Moscow in 1958, said 
his gift was in memory of his mother’s 
grandfather, Dr. Solomon G. O’Brien, 
who was a Baptist minister and co- 
founder of a school in Waco, Texas, 
that later became Baylor University. 
Cliburn made the presentation to the 
church’s pastor at a Sunday morning serv- 
ice. He had visited the church on an 
invitation extended to him by Rev. Vladi- 
mir Orlov of the All-Union Council of 
Evangelical Christians-Baptists. 


SWEDEN: 


Dr. Westin to Tour USA 

Prof. Gunnar Westin, one of Europe’s 
most outstanding church historians, has 
resigned as chairman of the board of 
the Baptist Union of Sweden. He is 
leaving for a tour of the USA this fall 
and will do research work and lecture at 
various universities in America. 

Mr. Gosta Sterne, a layman who for 
many years has been a member of the 
mission board, has been named chairman 
of the board. Mr. Sterne is an able man 
and is at present president of the City 
Council of his home city of Tranas. Rev. 
Joel Sorenson of Stockholm is vice-chair- 
man of the board.

BRAZIL: 


Baptists in Brasilia 
The South Brazil Mission of the South- 
ern Baptist Foreign Mission Board 
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(USA) has voted to create a new field 
which would embrace Brasilia, the 
“made-to-order” capital in the interior of 
Brazil, and the rest of the new Federal 
District. Rev. and Mrs. James E. Mus- 
grave, Jr. will be in charge. 


A large building, for which half the 
funds have already been made available, 
is under construction for the First Bap- 
tist Church of Brasilia; and the Mission 
Board, in its: September meeting, ap- 
propriated money for strategic properties 
and a missionary residence in the city. 
Already the five Baptist churches of the 
Federal District have organized into a 
Convention. 


Baptist Hospital Constructed 


The first Baptist hopsital in all Brazil 
is now under construction at Fortaleza, 
a city of about 400,000 people, capital 
of the state of Ceara. 


Mrs. Everett Gill, Jr., widow of the 
Southern Baptist Convention Foreign 
Mission Board’s secretary for Latin 
America in whose memory the hospital 
will stand, told a crowd at the corner- 
stone laying, “Because of your faith and 
the faith of Baptists throughout the 
world, this building will rise here to re- 
mind all who look at it that our Saviour 
heals our sicknesses and forgives our 
sins.” 


Erection of the hospital is made pos- 
sible through an initial gift of $15,000. 
Brazilian Baptists have assumed responsi- 
bility for the remainder of the money 
needed, and the project is expected to be 
completely independent of missionary 
support after its first year of operation. 
The building will have a capacity of 150 
beds.

CANADA: 


McMaster Dedicates Divinity College 

McMaster Divinity College, a part of 
McMaster University at Hamilton, Ont., 
is in a new building. Its new home was 
dedicated in ceremonies on September 
22. 

Four outstanding religious leaders were 
honored with special degrees at the dedi- 
cation ceremonies. There were Dr. 
Ernest A. Payne, general secretary of the 
Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ire- 
land; Rev. Harold U. Trinier, editor of 
the Canadian Baptist; Rev. Ronald F. 
Watts, principal of the Baptist Leadership 
Training School in Calgary, Alberta; and 
Rt. Rev. Robert Lennox of Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada. 

Dr. Payne, a leader in Baptist World 
Alliance activities, was principal speaker 
at the dedication service. 


USA: 


Seventh Day Baptists Urge 
Vigilant, Informed Citizenship 

Seventh Day Baptists have called for 
the practice of a “vigilant and informed 
citizenship” as a duty of all Christians 
to help in the achievement of world 
peace and racial harmony. 

A resolution adopted by the Seventh 
Day Baptist General Conference at its 
148th annual meeting asserted that “it 
is our responsibility to uphold and de- 
fend individual liberty and to cooperate 
in the promotion and protection of the 
common good.” 

Loren G. Osborn of Westerly, R. I., 
was elected president to succeed Rev. 
Victor W. Skaggs of Edgerton, Wis. 

Delegates voted that a memorial ob- 
servance marking the 300th anniversary 
of the martyrdom of John James in 
England, British pioneer Seventh Day 
Baptist, should highlight their 1961 ses- 
sion. 

The denomination, whose members ob- 
serve Saturday as their Sabbath, was 
founded in 1671 at Newport, R. I. With 
headquarters now in Plainfield, N.Y., the 
Church has about 10,000 communicants 
in this country and in its mission fields 
at Nyasaland, Africa; Jamaica, B.W.L., 
and British Guiana, South America. 


Educator Visits Europe 


Dr. Paul C. Carter, director of public 
relations for the American Baptist Con- 
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vention’s Board of Education, is on a 
three-month tour of sixteen European 
countries to study patterns of financial 
support for Baptist institutions and out- 
standing universities there. 

He also will visit the Universities of 
Moscow and Leningrad to observe dif- 
ferences between Soviet and American 
higher education. 

Baptist institutions of higher learning 
Dr. Carter will study include Spurgeon 
College of Oxford University, and sem- 
inaries in Oslo, Copenhagen, Stockholm, 
and Zurich. Universities on his itinerary 
are those of Exter, Edinburgh, Paris, Hel- 
sinki, Heidelberg, Florence and Rome. 


Chile Relief Gets $104,896 


The Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board (USA), has appropriated an ad- 
ditional $104,896.49 for relief and re- 
habilitation in Chile in keeping with a 
request from their Chile mission to cope 
with the situation left by last May’s 
devastating earthquakes. The money will 
be used to care for emergency human 
needs and rehabilitate Baptist work in 
the affected zone. Two-thirds of all the 
Baptists in Chile live in the earthquake 
area, and about 60 Baptist churches are 
located there. 

The Board had already sent $16,- 
529.47 in relief funds to Chile. Persons 
attending the Baptist World Congress in 
Rio de Janeiro, contributed $2,387.85. 
Visitors to Chile, travelling to or from 
Rio, left $1,336.86. This brought the 
total to the $125,150 requested by the 
Chile Mission. 


ABC Names Headquarters Chairman 


G. Keith Patterson of Strathmore, 
Calif., immediate past president of the 
American Baptist Men, was elected na- 


tional chairman of the Valley Forge 
Forward Fund for the denomination’s 
proposed new headquarters in Valley 
Forge, Penn. 

The fund seeks to raise $2,225,000 in 
equity capital during the next two years 
to eliminate the necessity of the denomi- 
nation’s getting a ten-year bank loan. 

Housed in the new center will be the 
American Baptist Convention’s admin- 
istrative offices now located in several 
buildings in New York and Philadelphia. 

At a recent meeting at Green Lake, 
Wis., the American Baptist Men voted 
to support the fund, and the group’s ex- 
ecutive committee already has pledged 
$18,350. Mr. Patterson was succeeded 
by James B. Kent of Kansas City, Kan., 
as head of the laymen’s group. 


Refugee Relief 

American Baptists sponsored 521 per- 
sons (198 cases) during World Refugee 
Year which ended June 30, reports Mat- 
thew Giuffrida, field representative in the 
Department of Christian Friendliness, 
American Baptist Home Mission So- 
cieties. 

“The churches in our denomination 
are improving the lot of human beings 
in need of a new homeland,” Mr. Giuf- 
frida says. “In a direct and urgent way,” 
he continues, American Baptists are “re- 
uniting families, opening doors to a de- 
cent existence for widows and fatherless 
children, and putting married couples 
on the road to the adoption of overseas 
orphans.” 

Of the 521 persons sponsored by de- 
nominational churches during World 
Refugee Year, 29 are Baptist. Two hun- 
dred and fifty-one persons (101) cases, 
have already arrived in this country. 
Twenty-five of the new arrivals are Bap- 
tist. 





A LAD AND THE GOSPEL 


When the little Brazilian boy began going to church in a Rio de Janeiro neighbor- 
hood, his displeased family moved to another section of town. Having been capti- 
vated by the story of Jesus, however, the boy found a Baptist church close by and 


continued his faithful attendance. 


One day he discovered a Bible in a garbage can and asked the lady of the house 
to give it to him. She refused at first, but gave in to his insistence, after tearing 
out the page on which a deacon of the church had written a message when giving 


the Bible to her husband. 


Recently the boy’s pastor, Missionary Jack J. Cowsert, offered him a leather- 
bound Bible to replace the one he had salvaged. With tear-filled eyes the lad replied,

A REVIEW OF BAPTIST 
TRAVEL TO RIO 


JaMeEs C. Coss, manager of the Baptist 
Travel Department of Brownell Tours, 
Birmingham, Ala., USA, writes: 


Now that the special Baptist Travel De- 
partment of Brownell Tours is temporarily 
folding its wings, I thought it might be of 
interest to you (and perhaps to Baptists at 
large) to review some of the details and 
problems that were involved in the Tenth 
Congress movement to Rio, some of the 
frustrations and successes, etc. Hence, this 
more or less “open letter” which, if you 
wish, you may share with others who you 
feel might be interested. 

Our special Baptist Travel Department 
operated for almost exactly three years. It 
was late August, 1957 when Mr. Brownell 
wired from Hamilton, Canada: “Baptist 
World Alliance Executive Committee has 
unanimously appointed Brownell Tours as 
Official Tour Company to handle all trans- 
portation and travel arrangements for ex- 
pected 3000 or more North Americans at- 
tending 1960 Congress in Rio.” : 


Unusual Problems 


Mr. Brownell, and we who were to be 
directly involved, realized that in order to 
successfully handle a movement of this 
magnitude to Latin America, unusual pre- 
parations would have to be made. Three 
major problems were apparent: 

1. How to get maximum utilization of 
the limited transportation facilities available. 
This was not like traveling to Europe, for 
example where there were, in addition to 
numerous daily flight schedules, many steam- 
ship companies with frequent sailings 

2. How to provide sufficient hotel ac- 
commodations throughout Latin America 
where, in many cases facilities were quite 
limited and in others we would be running 
into their “high season”. 

3. Finally, and most important, how to 
arrange for orderly visits to the mission 
stations. This meant the provision of op- 
portunities for each and every traveler to 
see and visit the mission stations, see the 
work of the missionaries, etc. At the same 
time it meant avoiding excessive build ups 
on any particular station that would tend 
to defeat the purpose as well as to place 
undue hardships on the missionaries them- 
selves. 


Many Conferences 


After preliminary consultations with Bap- 
tist World Alliance officials, and with of- 
ficials of the various overseas missionary 
organizations, our first action was to notify 
the travel industry, as a_whole, of the im-

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pending movement. We also made im- 
mediate contact with missionaries, our rep- 
resentatives, and hotels throughout Latin 
America, as well as transportation com- 
panies serving that area. We next made 
personal visits to the areas involved—to 
make sure that the missionaries and our 
representatives were acquainted with each 
other, to discuss procedures and to initiate 
actual planning for reception and handling 
of the many travelers. 

Numerous conferences were held through- 
out the period of preparation, with Baptist 
officials and with transportation companies. 
We found the Baptist officials always willing 
to “pitch in” and their counseling was in- 
valuable to us. Transportation companies 
cooperated beautifully. Through careful, 
meticulous planning, adequate space was 
provided for all members of the official 
tours. In many cases this involved special 
flights, rescheduling flight crews, reschedul- 
ing some of the normal flights to make 
extra stops, etc. We are indeed grateful to 
the airlines for their whole-hearted coopera- 
tion, and feel that Baptists at large will be, 
too, when they realize to what extent the 
success of the Congress and visits to the 
mission stations depended on their coopera- 
tive participation. 


Mission Tours 


One of the primary objectives of having 
the 1960 Congress in Latin America was to 
provide the opportunity to the messengers 
of visiting the mission fields. It was there- 
fore important to keep the missionaries 
completely up to date at all times. Cor- 
respondence with the mission stations was 
maintained throughout the period of prepa- 
ration. The missionaries were informed 
regularly as to the schedule of each group, 
the hotels to be used in each city, the 
number of persons involved, etc. This al- 
lowed them, in cooperation with our rep- 
resentatives, to make the necessary advance 
arrangements. 

No small debt is owed to the missionaries 
for the great efforts and trouble to which 
they went in order to assure the most 
pleasant and informative visits possible for 
the messengers to the Rio Congress. Some 
of them cancelled their home leave in order 
to be on hand to help out. They scheduled 
themselves so as to give their visitors the 
very best insight into their activities and 
what they were trying to accomplish. Many 
special arrangements had to be made, such 
as training local “nationals” to serve as 
“hosts”, assist as guides and interpreters, etc. 
Being a Baptist myself, I can say that I 
hope all of us will respond in kind, and 
repay them with an increased interest in, 
and an active support of their endeavors. 


Frustrations, Too 


There were indeed some frustrations in- 
volved in the preparation and operation of 
the movement. First, there was the relative 
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inexperience of the Latin American travel 
industry, as a whole, in the handling of such 
a large group as this one. Secondly, there 
was the inevitable inauguration of the “jet 
age” in Latin America just a matter of 
weeks before the movement was actually to 
begin. 

In the first instance, a great amount of 
correspondence, (and patience!) was re- 
quired. Personal visits with hotels, with 
our representatives and with missionaries 
were necessary—to see that there were suf- 
ficient guides, automotive equipment, and 
other local help needed. Mail was often 
slow in moving (and in many cases was 
never delivered at all), so it was often that 
cables (and sometimes phone calls) be- 
came necessary in order to be sure of the 
operational success of the official tours. 
In the final analysis, however, congratula- 
tions are due all of these people. They 
worked very diligently to overcome local 
problems, and the overall success of the 
local arrangements is their testimonial. 


In the second instance, the matter of 
transportation, suffice to say that it was at 
times nearly chaotic from the standpoint 
of schedules. Itineraries were set up and 
hotel reservations were made, according to 
the then current schedules—then another 
jet would roll off the assembly line and 
subsequently its influence would be felt 
through changes in the schedule patterns, 
particularly the East and West coasts of 
South America. At this stage an almost 
super-human effort was required in order 
to keep things in order—both on the part of 
the airlines and ourselves. In some cases 
it was necessary to adjust stop-over times. 
This of course necessitated revisions of 
hotel reservations, and the effect was felt 
all the way down the operational line, 
including revised notices to the missionaries 
so that, as mentioned earlier, they would 
be kept informed of the up to date situation 
at all times. Again, however, I would recall 
the splendid cooperation of the carriers in- 
volved, because without their concerted ef- 
forts, and interests to help make the Bap- 
tist Congress movement as successful as 
possible, chaos might have indeed been the 
reigning king! 


Operation Successful 


It was here that the careful planning of 
previous conferences with the carriers paid 
dividends, and the “proof of the pudding” 
was that these frustrations were turned 
into success. We were on the spot in 
Rio during the time the Congress was 
in session, and we also visited several Latin 
American cities while the official tours were 
en route. I do believe we can safely say 
that, in a general manner, the Congress was 
a complete success from the operational 
viewpoint. This is further attested to by the 
many letters of satisfaction which we have 
received from tour leaders and tour mem- 
bers alike, and for which we are so grateful. 


We should not of course forget the con- 
tributions made by the steamship companies. 





Moscow Radio Says Baptists 
Work Against Communism 


Religious News Service reports that 
Moscow Radio, in one of its atheistic 
broadcasts, turned its verbal guns on Bap- 
tists in the USSR as enemies of Com- 
munism. 

Moscow Radio cautioned its listeners 
not to be “misled by the Baptists’ ab- 
sence of magnificent churches with 
cupolas and crosses or long-haired priests 
in vestments, because they just don’t have 
such things.” 

What must be remembered, the sta- 
tion admonished, is that “the Baptists 
are one of the most active Christian 
sects in our country—one which has the 
most vitality.” 

“Baptists pretend that they don’t op- 
pose Communism, and some naive peo- 
ple believe them,” it added. “But, like 
other Christian sects, they, too, work 
against the progress of Communism.” 





Due to the great distances, and time ele- 
ments thus involved in steamer travel, how- 
ever, very few people were able to take 
advantage of the wonderful sea voyages 
available on both the East and West coasts 
of South America. 

We, Brownell Tours, are indeed honored 
to have been the recipient of the appoint- 
ment as the Official Tour Company (for 
North America) for the 1960 Congress in 
Rio. Before receiving the appointment, how- 
ever, Baptists were no strangers to us, nor 
was the operation of special Baptist Congress 
tours. Our association dates back many 
years, and our latest and perhaps the most 
significant (prior to Rio) would be in con- 
nection with the 1955 London Congress 
when we operated about 30 special interest 
Baptist tours with the total membership of 
about 650 persons. Thus, with the Rio 
Congress now behind us, we have ac- 
cumulated invaluable experience for the con- 
tinuation of our asociation with Baptists and 
their travels. 


Baptists Are Good Travelers 


I have often heard Mr. Brownell say that 
“our Baptist clients are among our best 
travelers”. This observation has not only 
been confirmed by my association with the 
Rio movement for the past three years, but 
also by the many compliments to the Bap- 
tists which I have heard from sources 
throughout Latin America. Truly the Bap- 
tists have made a terrific impact on Latin 
America and we sincerely hope that those 
who were privileged to participate in the 
official mission tours feel that they have 
gained an experience both personally and 
in the interest of Baptist fellowship. 

So until the travel bug bites you again, 
Adios Amigo!

LESSONS FROM THE CONGO 


Dr. Baker J. Cauthen, executive secre- 
tary of the Southern Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Board, USA, has recently visited the 
strife-torn Congo. He observes: 

“I have come away from Africa with 
a renewed sense of the urgency of the 
world task of Christians. What has hap- 
pened in the Congo does not indicate a 
failure of missions, but the lack of enough 
missionary effort. 

“Where people are not controlled in 
their hearts by a sense of responsibility 
to God and love for their fellow men, 
human relationships will be on a level 
of tragedy and sorrow. But where the 
gospel of redemption is received in hearts, 
and understanding is gained of its im- 
plications in practical living, there is a 
basis for solving the problems which con- 
front people.” 
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NIGERIA: 


Baptists on Television 

Thirty minute dramatic presentations, 
filmed by the Radio and Television Com- 
mission of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion USA, will be shown monthly on 
the television station at Ibadan. This 
Nigerian station is the first television 
outlet on the great continent of Africa. 

John E. Mills, secretary of missions 
and evangelism at Ibadan, said that time 
for the telecast has been purchased by 
the Nigerian Baptist Convention, an or- 
ganization affiliated with Southern Bap- 
tists. 

The television series known as “The 
Answer” is shown regularly in the United 
States and Canada and some of its fea- 
tures have been presented in Australia. 
Other Baptist groups desiring use of the 
film for television showing should write: 
Dr. Paul Stevens, Baptist .Television -and
